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MERGER OF COLLEGES

MAKES CITY LEADING

Change Marks the Disappear-
ance of the Medico-Ch- i as

a Separate and Dis-

tinct School

WILL- - BE POSTGRADUATE

Plans havo been completed for tho union
of the tnedlcnt school of the University of
Pennsylvania, Jefferson Medlcnl College and
tho Medlco-Chtrurglc- College of Phlladel
Phla, a merger which wilt make Phlladel.
Phla the largest medlcnl centre In Amerlcn.

These Institutions will be under under
the general name of "Thn Medical School of
tho University of Pennsylvania nnd the
Jefferson Medical College of Philadelphia,"
Tho change marks the dlsappenrance of
Medlco-Ch- l from this city as a sepnrato
and distinct medical school, "Chi" will be
a post graduate school nnd will bo nn Insti-
tution for resenrch nnd special study. It Is
probable that a hospital will bo erected In
connection with thU nchool,

Tho present Medlco-Ch- l llospltnl Is on
the lino of tho Parkway and will bo con-
demned by the city, With tha money to ln
derived through damages to bo awarded
by the municipality, tJ.o now college and
hospital will bo errctej Tho location of
theto htilldin-- s haa not been determined.

Thn official nnmo of the new nshool will
be the "Medlco-Chlrurglc- College Gradu-
ate .School of Medicine In tho University of
Pennsylvania " Eight members of tho
present Medlco-Ch- l faculty will bo teachers
In the graduate Institution, while five others
will bo Identified with, "Jeff" In tho future.

Government of tho merged college will be
vested In the "United Medical Commltteo."
Provost Smith will be chairman of this
body nnd the president of "Jeff will be vice
chairman The denn nnd vlco denn will be
selected by tho committee.

The ngreement under which tho union
wnn consummnted wnn drafted by John G
Johnson. Publla nnnouncement of tho com-
pletion of plnns wnn mado last night In the
Bcllevue-Stratfor- nt tha annual dinner of
nlumnl of Jefferson College, It waa nlso an-
nounced at tho dinner that nn endowment
fund of $200,000 had been raised by the
alumni and that this nmount would becomo
a part of tho financial resources of tho
united Institution.

The sum of (1400 was raised at tha ban-
quet, thus bringing the total up to the de-

sired figure Daniel Baugh, founder of the
Baugh Institute of Anatomy, a part of the
Joffersnn organization, pledged himself a
year ngo to subscribe f 100,000 to nn endow-
ment fund If n lfko sum wore raised by
other persons beforo June" 16, When Wil
liam Potter, president of the Jefferson
board of trustees, nnnounced nt tho dinner
that only $1400 was needed to meot Mr.
Baugh'n proposition the necessary sum waa
raised Immediately,

Rooster as Costly Para-
site

NOT WORTH HIS KEEP

Coclca-doodle-do- o. Jlr. Booster, It's all
up with you. You're a parasite, and that
Bottles It. Joseph Abel, representative of
the United States Department of Agricul-
ture, at the Philadelphia Today and To-
morrow Civic Exposition, has you 'nbeled.
You mny strut nbout tho barnyard and
display your shape among a Hock of

hens, you may wake those of us
who nre suburbanites ns early as the fac-
tory tirens disturb the beauty sleep of our
city neighbors, but Uncle Sam has you
numbered, and he ndvlsed his nephews and
nieces, too, to lemon those numbers.

An n parasite you havo lived, and being
a parasite and an expensive parastto In this
statistical world, you must sliaro tho fato
of other unprofitable hangers-on- .

Tho exhibit at the exposition shows a
model of n colony house at tho Government
poultry farm at Ileltaville, Md , Just out- -
Ido of Washington.
This Is the only poultry farm owned by

Uncle Snm himself, but It contains thou-
sands of chickens and Is the scene of many
Interesting nnd scientifically valuable ex-

periments With those feathered thousands
the Government Is trying to Impress upon
the farmers of the nation that, while the
eagle In and always will be our national
bird tho rooster Is our great American
parasite.

It may cost us hundreds of millions In
eagles and other coin to permit the eagle
to scream In his good old American way,
but Uncle Sam figures out that every year
somo 115,000,000 Is expended, wasted, the
Department of Agriculture views It, upon
the crowing monarch of tho barnyard. Con-
sequently It advises, and tries to show
through the exhibit at the exposition in
this city, that friend chanticleer should be
sold, penned up or eaten after the hatching
season. He Isn't a bit of good from that
time on, declares Uncle Sam. He has de-

veloped Into a corn-eatin- Idle parasite
and doesn't do a thing to earn tho feed
so lavishly beutowed and so greedily eaten.

Now with Dame Hen It's different. Her
usefulness nnd productive value goes on
and yields duckling satisfaction to herself
and multiplies the possessions and riches
of her owner, She scratches for her living
and when she clucks It Is because she has
done something worth clucking about. Dif-
ferent from the lazy husband who 'shrieks
to the t()p of his voice Just to call atten-
tion to his own personal sense of his gallic
beauty. He ts positively unflt for business
and Industry after the brief period afore
mentioned. Off with his head, rules Uncle
Sam'a Department of Agriculture.
